Convened in Sunbury from June 12 to 17, .4. D. 1840. 


Ix pursuance of a resolution of the synod held the preceding year in 
Allentown, the pastors and lay-delegates of the German Evangelical 
lutheran synod of Pennsylvania, convened in Sunbury, on Thursday, 
preceding Trinity Sunday, A. D. 1840. ) 
delivered a discourse iu the English language on Acts xxvi. 25, 26. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE SYNOD. 


FIRST SESSION, Friday Morning, June 11, 1840. 
Agreeably to appointment, the pastors and lay-delegates met in the 
Lutheran church. ‘The session was opened with singing and a prayer 
by the Rev. President, Doctor Demme, whereupon the names of the

The Rev. P. F. Mayer, D. D., appeared as delegate from the synod 
of New York, and was entitled to a seat and vote. 


The synod therefore consisted of 67 members. 

Rev. Mr. Fischer appeared as delegate from the German Reformed 
synod of North America, and was received as such. The following 
brethren were likewise introduced and received as advisory members, 
viz: Rev. S. A. Mealy, of Philadelphia, Rev. Mr. Smith, of the Pres- 
byterian church, and Messrs. Anspach and Gottwald, of West Penn- 
sylvania. 

The President announced the election for officers as next in order, 
and appointed Rev. B. German and Mr. Heinitsch a committee to su- 
perintend the election. 


After telling the votes, the committee reported the officers elected as 
follows:

Rev. 8S. B. Bover appeared as delegate from the synod of West 
Pennsylvania, presented the minutes of that body, and received a seat 
as advisory member. ‘The minutes of the synods of New York Gene- 
ral Synod, Maryland, German Reformed, and Synod of the West, were 
received, 

The minutes of the synods of Virginia and North Carolina are also 
acknowledged by the former secretary ; but through inadvertence were 
not brought to synod.

The candidates presented their sermons and journals, which were 
distributed among the elder pastors for inspection. 

The papers of the applicants, Messrs. Georgii, Friederich and Erle, 
were likewise presented, and were delivered to the committee of exaini- 
nation by the presilent. 

‘The members of the committee not being all present, the Rev. Messrs. 
Ernst, D. D., Peixotto and Mayer, D. D. were appointed as additional 
members of the committee of examination. 

Additional committees were appointed, viz: 

To examine the treasurer’s accounts—Messrs. Kohler, Schultze, 
Werlin and Ruch. 

To examine the President’s accounts—Messrs. Sprecher, J. P. Schin- 
del, sen. and J. W. Richards. 

The president now gave a highly satisfactory verbal report of his 
proceedings, and stated that pastors Merz, Scholl, Meyers, P. Scheurer 
and Medtart, having moved out of this synodical district, had received 
letters of honorable dismissal. 

On motion, Jtesolved, ‘That the president be required hereafter to 
present a written report to the synod at the commencement of its session. 

Resolved, ‘That synod adjourn to meet at 3 o’clock P. M.

On motion, Resolved, That the report be accepted for consideration. 

No. 1. A report of the sixth conference, held in Catawissa, Colum- 
bia county, May 1, 1840, Present, Rev. J. P. Schindel, sen., J. Ben- 
ninger, Eyer and Stoever. Whereas the report embraces a variety of 
subjects, and some of the resolutions contained in it, seem to be impor- 
tant, the committee respectfully move that it be read in synod. The 
motion was carried. 
On Nos. 1 to 4, inclusive, of the report of conference, no action was 
taken. 

In reference to No. 5 it was 

Resolved, ‘That a committee be appointed by synod to promote the 
nublication of the old Lutheran hymn book in an improved form. — 
"That it be left optional with each congregation either to introduce said 
hymn book or not. Further, 

Resolvid, That the committee of publication consist of three, and 
that Messrs. Demme, D. D., Haesbert and Becker, D. D. compose the 
committee. 

On No. 6 of the report of conference having reference to the Gene- 
ral Synod, 

Resolved, That this subject be deferred until Monday next. 

In reference to No. 8, Synod directed every member to chap. ix. §3 
of the constitution, and recommended general attention to it. 

No. 2. A letter from Swamp congregation, in West Cocalico Town- 
ship, Lane county, complaining that the Rev. C. P. Miller had forsaken 
them, (without stating the reason for so doing) and praying synod again 
to procure them the services of a minister. 

Resolved That we deplore the destitute condition of the congrega- 
tion, and that any minister in our connection, feeling so disposed, is at 
liberty to serve said congregation. 

No. 3. A letter from brother Stein, apologizing for absence on ac- 
count of infirm health. He states that from the same cause he had 
resigned two of his congregations; that besides these, and connected 
with them, there are from two to three congregations in the vicinity, 
thus opening an extensive field of usefulness for a minister. 

Resolved, ‘That pastor Stein be excused, and that any minister of our 
connection be at liberty to visit and accept the charge of said vacant 
congregations. 

The examining committee here reported, 

1. That having examined the testimonials of applicant Augustus 
Georgii, they find them highly favorable, and therefore propose him to 
synod to be admitted to examination. 


Resolved, 'That he be admitted. 

2, That the testimonials of applicant Charles Erle were also satisfac- 
tory; wherefore the committee move, that he be admitted to examination. 

Resolved accordingly. 

3. As regards Mr. Christoph Gottlieb Friederich, the committee 
have found his testimonials good; believing, however, that many of the 
brethren are more nearly acquainted with him, they recommend his 
admission to the consideration of synod. ‘This was done accordingly, 
and thereupon 

Resolved, 'That he be likewise admitted to examination. 

On motion, Resolved, ‘That the missionary society hold their meet- 
ing to-morrow afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The session was closed with prayer by Rev. Dr. Mayer. 

In the evening, Rev. C. W. Schaeffer preached in the English lan- 


guage on Eph. i. 15—19. 


THIRD SESSION, Saturday Morning, 9 o'clock. 


Opened with singing; prayer by pastor Hemping. 

The president here introduced Mr. Wm. Lehman, of Ohio, and 

On motion it was Resolved, ‘Fhat Mr. Lehman roceive a license as 
soon as he shall accept the charge of congregations in the bounds of 
this synod. 

Supplement to the report of the first committee, on papers handed in 
ata later period, respecting some differences in six congregations in 
Schuylkill county. The matter was referred to a special committee, 
consisting of Messrs. C. Miller, Haesber!, Griebler, Schwangler and 
Baldy. 

The second committee reported. 

On motion, Resolved, ‘That the report be considered by paragraphs. 

No. 4. An information signed by John Schmayer, an elder of Mac- 
cungy congregation, Lehigh county, making complaint of the reappear- 
ance, in said congregation, of brother German, notwithstanding that the 
majority of the church council had resolved that (for the sake of peace) 
he should not be a candidate. 

No. 5. Contains six affidavits of individuals, having reference to the 
above complaint, in which, among other statements, is testified, that 
brother German had declared **he would nevermore enter the pulpit of 
said congregation.” 

In reference to Nos. 4 and 5, the committee move 

a) That synod sincerely deplore the disturbed state of the congrega- 
tion in Maccungy, and advise brother German, in consideration of his 
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own peace, as well as that of the congregation, to have nothing more 
to do with said congregation. | 

b) That synod decidedly disapprove of the prevailing dispute and 
mutual animosity in said congregation, recommend a Christian spirit, 
and advise the election of a new and impartial minister. Accepted. 

On motion, Resolved, ‘That the synod do not allow itself to decide 
on the merits of the election which was held, and that the synod be- 
lieves, that brother German acted in the matter from pure motives. 

No. 6. a) A letter from Rev. J. Strein, praying to be excused for 
. non-attendance at synod on account of ill-health, and containing a repent 
' of his parochial acts. 

The committee move that his excuse be accepted. ‘The motion was 
carried, 

b) A letter from Mr. Minner, who has removed to Zanesville, Ohio ; 
he gives a statement of the religious condition of the congregation in 
which he labors, and incloses $310 to be appropriated to the Western 
and Palamacotia missions. He closes with the request to be continued 
a member of this synod for at least another year, in consequence of not 
being able immediately to attend the Synod of Ohio. 

The committee recommend compliance with his petition, but at the 
sane time advise him to unite with the synod of Ohio as soon as possi- 
bie. Accepted. 

Synod adjoufned to meet again on Monday morning, 9 o'clock.

In the moruing of ‘Trinity Sunday, the Rev. Dr. Demme, president 
of the ministerium, preached the synodical sermon, in the Lutheran 
church, en ‘Tim. iii.

ln the afternvon, the treasurer, Rev. Dr. Becker, likewise preached 
in the German language on Malachi i. 6. 

in the evening the former secretary, pastor Ruthrauff, preached in 
the English language on John xvi. 31. 

In the German Reformed ehurch pastor Ulrich on Acts iv. 11; 12. 


the Methodist church, pastor J. Ruthrauif preached in the English 
language on Rom. ii. 5.

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- FOURTH SESSION, Monday Morning, 9 o'clock. 


Singing, and prayer by pastor Hecht. 

Fifty copies of the proceedings of the Pennsylvania Bible Society 
were here presented, and thankfully received.- 

On motion, Resolved, That we approve of and will co-operate in the 
plan of the bible society, to furnish every family in’ the state with the 
bible. 

Rev. Heyer, of Pittsburg, was introduced and received as an advi- 
sory member. 

Resolved, That Mr. Hursch have a seat among us. 

The Rev. Dr, B. Kurtz, of Baltimore, appeared as delegate from he 
Synod of Maryland, and took his seat as advisory member. 

The committee to examine the minutes of the last year, and those of 
the General Synod, reported. 

1. The General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran church of North 
America, convened in Chambersburg, June 1, 1839. Offieers—Rev, 
E. L. Hazelius, D. D., President, Rev. J. G. Morris, Seeretary, 8S. 
H. Buehler, ‘Treasurer. 

The General Synod comprises the Synods of Maryland, West Penn- 
sylvania, Hartwick, North Carolina, South Carolina, New York. ‘The 
Synod of Virginia attached itself to the General Synod during thie 
session. 

In reference to our synod the following resolutions weve passed : 

Page 21. * ‘The committee on the Church Liturgy shall be permitted 
to act in concert with the committee of the Synod of Pennsylvania, 
constituted for the like purpose, to frame a uniform liturgy for the use 
of the churches.” 

Page 22. ** A resolution, that the secretary be instructed to transmit 
a copy of the constitution of the General Synod to every member of 


the Synod of Pennsylvania.

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No. a. *The sending of delegates to the General Synod was now 
taken up. 

The committee on the minutes of the New York Synod, received 
permission to report in as far as referred to the General Synod. See 
report of the committee. 

Resolved, ‘That the president ask every brother whether he had ful- 
filled the request contained in a resolution of the preceding year on the 
subject of the General Synod. ‘This was done. 

‘The third committee obtained permission to present so much of its 
report as referred to this subject, viz: a letter from Mr. Fuchs, stating 
that his congregations declared against the General Synod. 

Resolved, ‘That the constitution of the General Synod be read by the 
secretary. This was done. 

Session concluded with prayer by pastor Trumbauer. 


FIFTH SESSION, Wenday /ternoon, 3 o'clock. 
~ Praver by brother J. W. Richards. 

Rev. Dr. J. Miller offered the following resolution: That we consider 
it not expedient, for the present, to unite with the General Synod. 

Decided that the ayes and nays be called on the above resolution and 
the votes recorded.

Against the resolution—Messrs. Ernst, D. D., Schindel, sen., Ger- 
man, Fr. Ruthrauff, Eyer, J. W. Richards, J. Ruthrauff, Haesbert, 
Schaefler, Schmidt, Reynolds, Sprecher, Minnig, Stoever, J. P. Schin- 
del, jun., Conrad, Goekelen, Heinitsche, Martin, Breinig, Wells, 
Baldy, Brua, Detesman, Bachr—26.*

the German Reformed church, reported that he had appeared in both

that he had attended its session and been kindly received.

Demme be the chairman. 
Resolved, That the president be requested to furnish a-copy of the 
synodical sermon, for the same purpose as that of last year, and that 
prof. Schmidf publish it in the Kirchenzeitung. . 
Farther Resolved, ‘That prof. Reynolds translate it into the English 
language and publish the sermon in the Magazine. 
Resolved, That we deeply lament the departure of our brother, the 
) Rev. G. Roeller, and sincerely sympathize in this bereavement to his 
family and congregations. 
‘The session was closed with prayer by pastor Welden. 
The annual meeting of the missionary society took place in the 
evening. 
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SIXTH SESSION, 7uesday Morning, 9 o'clock. 


Session opened with singing and prayer by pastor Minnig. 

Rev. Dr. Kurtz offered the following preamble and resolution, which 
was approved by synod. 

Whereas the Rev. prof. Reynolds edits a monthly periodical in Get- 

tysburg, entitled, “The Magazine of Religion and Literature,”’ and 
whereas we approve of the spirit and object of this publication, believ- 
ing it caleulated to promote the cause of religion and enlightenment, 
and considering Mr. Reynolds well qualified to conduct a publication of 
| this nature; therefore, 
Resolved, ‘That we heartily recommend the Magazine of Religion 
H | and Literature of Gettysburg to the members of our church and the 
} friends of religion and enlightenment, and wish the worthy editor sue- 
Ho cess in-his laudable undertaking. 


| After the passage of the above resolution the Rev. Dr. Kurtz further 


observed, ** he had the satisfaction to state that a considerable number 
of Lutherans had formed Uiemselves into an association, and established 


| a book store and printing office in Baltimore ; that no other books than 
i _ such as have a moral and religious tendency are. printed or sold, and 
| "that all ministers of the Lutheran church, purchasing books, are allowed 
| - adiscount of 6 per cent. ‘The company will be pleased to execute 


orders for printing from the synod or from individuals, on the most reas- ; 
-_ onable terms. The profits of this establishment are devoted to religious 
and benevolent purposes. 
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The third committee reported as follows: 

No. 7. An apology from brother A. Fuchs for non attendance on 
account of family distress. Excused. | 

No. 8. A request from Rev. Gerhard, of Elizabethtown, Lancaster 
county, to be received a member of this synod. 

Resolved, ‘Vhat Rev. Mr. Gerhard be admitted to membership as 
soon as he shall appear personally in our midst. 

No. 9. The request of the senior W. Beates to be excused for ab- 
sence on account of bodily infirmity ; he wishes to synod, the blessing 
of the Lord. 

Resolved, ‘That the Rev. Senior be excused. 

The committee to examine the treasurer's accounts reported through 
pastor Schulze: they have examined said accounts and find them per- 
feetly correct. ‘That the balance at present in the treasurer’s hands 
amounts to $68 87 in favor of synod, and $500 79 in favor of the mis- 
sionary society. Signed D. Kehler, Schulze, Isaac Werline. The 
report was accepted. 

The fourth committee reported : 

No. 10. An excuse from pastor Stecher for non-aitendance at synod; 
parochial report and contribution to the synodical treasury, $5, and to 
the missionary society, 84. Pastor Stecher was excused. 

No. 11. A letter from pastor Reichert, in Philadelphia, stating the 
reasons for his absence, and praying to be excused. Pastor Reichert 
was excused, 

No. 12. A paper from the congregation at Rising Sun, thanking 
synod for its support during the past year, and praying further assis- 


tance. Referred to the missionary society. 


The fifth committee reported : 

No. 13. A letter from Rev. Mr. Barnitz, informing synod that he 
had resigned his charge in Lower Marion, and accepted a call to Johns- 
town, Cambria county. He prays to be excused for absence. Mr. 
Barnitz was excused. 

No. 14. A letter from pastor Heilig, stating that bodily illness had © 
prevented his purpose to attend synod. He prays to be excused, and 
adds his parochial report. Pastor Heilig excused. 

Rev. Dr. Mayer, delegate from the synod of New York, obtained 
leave to withdraw. 


Resolved, That Rev. Messrs. Bahl, G. Yaeger, Ulrich, and Griebler, 
have permission to withdraw. 


Inasmuch as new and weighty reasons were advanced before synod 
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for reconsidering the resvlution passed in relation to the differences in 
the congregation at Maccungy, therefore 

| Resulved, ‘That the case of the congregation at Maccungy be re-con- 
sidered. 

After synod had consulted in what manner the above matter might be 
reconsidered without injustice being done to either of the adverse parties, 
it was 

Resolved, ‘That a committee of five members be nominated, who 
shall proceed to Maccungy, and there investigate the matter. Messrs. 
Ernst, D. D., C. Miller, Becker, D. D., Heinitsehh and J. Schindel 
were appointed,

h) The conference respectfully ask the synod, to express its opinion, 
whether it be the duty of brethren to attend conference, or justify their 
absence with an excuse.

Resolved, ‘That we appoint the liturgy of the Synod of New York 
for the use of our English churches. | 

e) The conference is undecided whether it is authorised to publish 
its proceedings without first laying them before the synod; prays, there- 
fore that synod declare itself on this point. 

Resolved, ‘That the opinion of synod is, that the conferences shall 
first lay their proceedings before synod; before they be published. 

No. 2. The proceedings of the second district conference. 

a) This conference assembled May 10th, 1849; resolved by a ma- 
jority of votes, that the chairman be instructed to recommend to the 
at ention of synod, the old Lutheran chureh discipline (with the proviso) 
that it do not unite with the General Synod. 

Resolved, ‘That the decision of the question on the church discipline 
be deferred, and that the brethren seriously consider the subject. 

6) That Synod be advised in future again to assemble on ‘Trinity 
Sunday, according to former usage. Laid on the table. 

c) That Covington and Providence, in Lucerne county, be recom- 
mended to the attention of the missionary committee as a missionary 
station. Referred to the Missionary Society. 
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Nos. 3 and 4. Two petitions to the Rev. Synod of Pennsylvania, the 
one from the church council of the Lutheran congregation at Barren 
Hill, Montgomery county. The other from the church council at 
Whitemarsh ; both congregations declare themselves favorable to the 
General Synod, and pray the Rev. Svnod of Pennsylvania, us soon as 
practicable; to unite with the General Synod. Above reported. 

Report of the committee on the Kirchenzeitung.

The reports on journals and sermons were now presented. 

H. P. R. Mueller’s Journal is carefully conducted, and contains many 
iseful memoranda of pastoral experience; 23 sermons by him, manifest 
laudable industry, and are good. 

Candidate Conrad’s Juurnal is well conducted, and sermons both 


good. 
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The sermons of applicant Mr. Georgii are good. 

Mr. Goekelen’s 3 sermons, very good. 

Resolved, That the licences of candidates Mueller, Goekelen and 
Conrad be renewed. 

The newly received candidates were called before the altar, where 
the president read to them their duties as candidates, and presented them 
with their letters of licence. 

Resolved, That the president be requested to have the seal of the 
ministeriam engraved in steel. 

Resolved, ‘That the president of the ministerium be authorized, in 
cases especially urgent, to grant a candidate licence (ad interim) to such 
person, whom, after examination, he shall deem qualified and worthy ; 
he is however, to insert therein explicitly, that the person so receiving 
licence is required to appear at the next meeting of the ministerium, 
and submit to examination, as much so, as though he had not yet re- 
ceived a licence. 

The secretary closed the session with prayer. 

In the evening pastor Beilhartz preached on James, 4,8. Afier ser- 
vice, the president, in the name of synod, sincerely thanked the congre- 
gation for their reception and kind treatment of the brethren.

Report of the committee on the Maccungy case. 
The comntittee instructed by the Rev. synod in Sunbury, to visit 
Maccungy, and investigate the difficulties existing in the Lutheran con- | 

gregation, and if possible to restore peace, report : 

That the committee met in said place, July 1, 1840, and did consci- 
entiously before God, examine and weigh the whole matter, and it is 
their opinion, that the advice of the synod, given both to the minister 
and congregation, is so well calculated to restore peace, that none better 
could possibly be given. Inasmuch however, as the committee well 
observed, that the recommendation would not be regarded and followed, 
they — the parties to hold an election, by ballot, by the regular 
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members of the congregation, under the direction of Messrs. C. Pretz, 
Jonas Trexler and Jacob Guchenback, on the Ist day of August, 1840, 
and in a Christian manner submit to the majority. 

By regular members of the congregation, the committee understand 
all such members as have been confirmed and have partaken of the 
Holy Supper, including all, who for the last year have absented them- 
selves, but intend in future again to attach themselves hither.

Whereas no objection to the legality of Rev. F. Ruthrauff’s election 
as minister of this church has been stated, and 

Whereas no accusation touching his character as a minister has been 
laid against him: Therefore 

Resolved, ‘That we cannot but acknowledge the right of pastor Ruth- 
rauff, to perform the duties of a minister in said congregation ; further 

Resolved, That we warmly recommend to the minority, to yield to 
the regulation of the church, in the hope, that with the blessing and 
guidance of God all existing difficulties may yet be obviated. 

Resolved, That we earnestly admonish the majority in words and 
deeds to manifest such a deportment, as may tend as much as possible 
to seeure the desired result. 

Finally, Resolved, ‘That in case any person in the minority, should 
fee] his situation as a member of the congregation unpleasant, said per- 
sou is authorized to ask an honorable dismissal and a recommendation 
to some meighboring Lutheran congregation.

OF THE 


EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
In the year 1840. 


The missionary society of the synod of Pennsylvania, assembled on 
Saturday the 13th of June, at 2 o’clock P. M. in the Evangelical Lu- 
theran church in Sunbury, Northumberland County, Pa. 

In the absence of father Baetis, the president, brother Haesbaert took 
the chair, and opened the meeting with singing and prayer. 

Father Baetis was re-elected president; the Rev. Mr. Schmidt was 
chosen secretary, and the executive committee was re-elected for the en- 
suing year. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Baker, 

Resolved, That the anniversary of the missionary society be held 
next Monday evening. 

Frederick Schmidt handed in a report respecting the printing of the 
synodical sermon of last year; on which it was 

Resolved, That this report be transferred to a committee, composed 
of brothers Ulrich, Eyer and Schaeffer. 

The * Rising Sun’’ congregation, to whom an appropriation for the 
support of a minister was last year voted, reported that brothers Rich- 
ards and Scholl had alternately ministered ta them, and requested the 
payment of the appropriation, and further aid. On motion 

Resolved, That these brethren receive each fifty dollars for their ser- 
vices, to be paid out of the treasury of the society, and that the petition 
for continued aid be submitted to the consideration and decision of the 
executive committee. 

The chairman, brother Haesbaert, being compelled by important 
pre to leave the meeting, brother Richards succeeded him in the 
ehair, 

Brother Niilson, our missionary in the West, requested the society 
to retain him in service during the ensuing year on the same conditions 
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as heretofore. ‘The brethren having expressed their sentiments on this 
subject, 

Resolved, ‘That in addition to what he may collect in congregations 
and in his journies, the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars be allowed 
to brother Nilson, for his services during the ensuing year. 

Resolved, That all requests for pecuniary aid from the treasury of 
the society, be hereafter submitted to the ae meee of the executive 
committee. 

On the 30th of September, 1839, brothers Strobel, Geissenhainer 
and Stohlman of New York; Richards and Scholl of Germantown ; 
Schaeffer of Barren Hill; Haesbaert of Baltimore; Demme, Reichert 
and Mealy of Philadelphia, and Schmidt of Easton, assembled in Phila- 
delphia, in order to confer respecting certain documents received from 
Germany. 

‘These douments represent, that our German transatlantic brethren 
have directed their attention to the western parts of the United States as 
missionary ground; that they have formed themselves into missionary 
societies in Bremen and other places, and are now desirous to co-ope- 
rate with us for the religious supply of our German brethren in the 
West. They also set forth a plan stating the manner in which they 
propose to carry on their operations. 

The brethren above mentioned, constituted themselves a society, in 
order in the first place to express their satisfaetion and gratitude in view 
of the truly Christian project contemplated by our brethren in Germany, 
en also to assure them of their willingness to co-operate in the good 
work. 

The Rev. Dr. Demme was chosen president at the meeting above 
mentioned, and the Rev. Mr. Strobel, secretary. 

This society, sensible of the necessity of proceeding to action with- 
out delay, in behalf of our destitute German brethren in the West, in 
order that they may be organized into congregations and be supplied 

‘with the ministrations of the gospel ; being farther satisfied that no mis- 
sionaries can be expected for the present from our seminaries, inasmuch 
as those institutions can scarcely supply the demands for ministers in 
the east; herewith propose to our brethren in Germany, that they send 
young ministers to this country, defraying the expenses of their voyage 
and making provison for their support for the first year; these young 
brethren, properly recommended, should apply to the respective synods 
of our country, and the members of this society pledge themselves to 
exert their influence at their respective synods, for the speedy ad- 
mission of said young brethren, as that they may not be required to 
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wait two years before they are received into synod. We would how- 
ever assure our brethren in Germany, that while we request them to 
defray the expenses of the voyage and .to provide for one year's sup- — 


port of the missionaries, it is not our design to remain inactive. We 


already have stations supplied with missionaries whom we are pledged 
to support, and it is further our intention to aid new and feeble congre- 


gations in erecting houses of worship. 


Brother Haesbaert was appointed in the name of the brethren to com- 
municate these facts to our brethren in Germany. 

Resolved, ‘That the resolutions adopted by our brethren who met in 
Philadelphia, meet with the approbation of this society, and that the 
circumstance, relative to the speedy reception into the synod, of the mis- 
sionaries sent to this country from Germany, be recommended to the 
favorable consideration of the synod under whose auspices this socicty 
prosecutes its operations. 

Resolved, That the missionary society adjourn until next Tuesday 
morning at 8 o'clock. Closed with prayer. 

On Monday evening the society celebrated its anniversary; the 
church was crowded. 
~ Brother Haesbaert, as chairman, introduced the exercises with an ap- 
propriate missionary hymn, which the whole congregation joined in 
singing. A fervent prayer was then offered up. ‘Thanks were returned 
for the divine protection and assistance in the missionary work, and the 
Spirit was supplicated to aid and bless us in our exercises. 

Brother Baker, the treasurer of the society, read the annual report 
with a loud and distinct voice ; after which brothers J. Ruthrauff and 
F. Sprecher addressed the meeting; the former in the German and the 
latter in the English language. Both brethren spoke much to the pur- 
pose. ‘The Lord was their strength and his word was their weapon. 

A collection was taken up in aid of the society, and after singing and 
praying, the benediction was pronounced. 


Tuesday morning, 8 o'clock. 

Brother F. Ruthrauff opened the meeting with prayer. 

Brother Heyer, a member of the West Pennsylvania synod, appeared 
in behalf of the German foreign missionary society, and informed the 
meeting, that the body which he had the honor to represent, had _re- 
solved to send a missionary to the Heathen, aud beg the co-operation of 
the missionary society of the synod of Pennsylvania. 


This important matter occupied the time of the missionary society, 
until the end of the present session. 


Resolved, That we adjourn to meet again this afternoon at 2 o’clock

Resolved, That this soeiety apppoiat a eommittee, to draft a consti- 
tution fer an education society, and to propose officers. 

Resolved, ‘That the committee consist of the following five brethren: 
Prof. Reynolds, Dr. Ernst, Rev. Mr. Sprecher, Dr. Baker and Prof. 
Schmidt. 

Resultved, ‘That we now adjuurn until the committee appointed to 
draft a constitution for an education society, shall be prepared to report. 

Closed with prayer. 

N. B. The committee were engaged until 2 o’clock ia the morning 
m preparing a constitution ; but the whole of the next day having been 
devoted to synodical and ministerial business, and no time remaining, to 
consider the constitutton preparatory to its adoption, the whole ‘thing 
was postponed until the next annual meeting.
